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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This application claims benefit of the foreign application: 
GERMANY 103 33 042.9 with a filing date 07/21/2003. 

2. The oath or declaration filed on January 20, 2006 has been accepted by the 
Examiner. The citizenship of all inventors has been identified. 

3. Amendment including cancellation of claim 9, addition of claim 12 and a terminal 
disclaimer in the amendment filed on July 30, 2008 is acknowledged. Claims 1-8 and 
10-12 are pending in the application. No new matter has been found. Since the newly 
added claim 1 2 is commensurate with the scope of the invention, claims 1 -8 and 1 0-1 2 
are prosecuted in the case. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

4. An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the 

changes and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be 
filed as provided by 37 CFR 1 .312.

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Reasons for Allowance 

5. Since the terminal disclaimer has been filed and approved in the Office, the 
provisional rejection of claims 1-8 and 10-11 under the obviousness-type double 
patenting overWehner etal. co-pending application No. 12/061,124 has been 
overcome in the amendment filed on July 30, 2008. 

6. Claims 1-8 and 10-1 1 are neither anticipated nor rendered obvious over the art of 
record, and therefore are allowable. The closest reference is Roscher et al. US 
5,319,138. The difference between the reference and instant claims is that the instant 
processes have not been found. A suggestion for modification of above reference to 
obtain the instant processes has not been found. Claims 1-8 and 10-11 are allowed.
